HELICOPTERS BUSY, 
ONE RESCUES PILOT 
BEHIND RED LINES

PUSAN, Korea, Sept. 5 (INS)— 
An Army helicopter yesterday 
rescued an America pilot behind 
enemy lines just as a gun-waving 
North Korean officer rushed to- 
ward the parachuted flyer. 
Fhe helicopter descended after 
Lt. Robert B. Wayne of Garden 
City, N. Y., parachuted from his 
crippled Mustang near Pohang. 
Four Mustangs covering the res- 
cue did a good job, but small 
arms fire whizzed near the heli- 
copter anyway. Another pilot in 
Wayne’s Mustang group, took 
care of the North Korean officer 
advancing on Wayne. 

A second helicopter flown by a 
marine, picked up a marine Cor- | 
sair pilot near ‘friendly lines three 
minutes after his parachute 
dropped him to earth, then 
whisked him to a rear command 
post so fast that the Corsair pilot 
said “it was just like swapping 
elevators in the Empire State 
Building.” 

The other helicopters working 
more routine missions were cred- 
ited with probably saving 18 G.I. 
lives by rushing wounded men 
back to rear areas for medical 
care by specialists. They also car-

“At 13:29 o'clock (1:29 p.m.) 

Sunday, 
St. Louis time), a twin-engine 
bomber identified only by bearing 
a red star passed over a screening 
ship and continued toward the 
center of the United Nations for- 
mation in a hostile manner. The 
bomber opened fire upon a Unit- 
ei Nations fighter patrol which 
returned its fire and shot it down. 

“A United Nations destroyer 
succeeded in picking up the body 
of one member of the bomber 
crew. Identification papers indi- 
cated that the body was that of 
Lt. Mishin Tennadii Vasilebiu of 
the armed forces of the U.S.S.R. 
serial No. 25054.” 

Exact Location Not Told. 

The ef announcement did 
not pinpoint the action above or 
below the thirty-eighth parallel, 
the boundary betweeff Worth and 
South Korea.

350 at Providence, R.I. 

These walkouts were in addi- 
tion to the 23,000 IUE men al- 
ready on strike at other G.E. 
plants. They had gone out before 
today’s strike deadline, which the 
IUE canceled in agreeing to re- 
open bargaining with the com- 
pany in Washington tomorrow. 

Charge by Company. 

It brought the charge from 
General Electric that the admin- 
istration had acted to “save face” 
for Carey. 

“Mr. Carey's strike call 
apparently a total failure,” said 
Lemuel R. Boulware, company 
vice president for employe rela- 
tions. 

“We feel the Government has 
been asked by Mr. Carey to in- 
tercede in this situation to save 
face for Mr. Carey after his mak- 
ing such a bad guess about get- 
ting out any large proportion of 
our employes.” 

Boulware said Carey had ‘“‘con- 
tinuously boasted” of having high 
administration officials “in his 
vest pocket.”

A casual glance at the news 
reveals the swift pace _ since 
Korea. 

Consumer credit in July reached 
an all-time peak of $20,340,000,- 
000, up $660,000,000. Installment 
credit accounted for $12,600,000,- 
000 of the total, and $500,000,000 
of the increase. People just had 
to get their automobiles, refrig- 
erators, washing machines, tele- 
vision sets and so on—items 
bought on credit—quickly. 

Industrial orders mounted 
sharply, too, as business men de- 
cided they’d better lay in inven- 
tories or make firm commitments 
for machinery. Most spectacular 
was the upswing in machine tool 
orders which jumped to a seven- 
year high. 

This new-born rush of activity 
shows up in the jump in business 
loans of Federal Reserve report- 
ing member banks—$153,000,000 
in the week ended Aug. 23 to 
$14,512,000,000. True, manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and retailers 
are preparing for fall. Neverthe- 
less, the rapidity of the advance 
suggests some forehanded buying. 

Real Property Boom. 

Real estate loans rose $33,000,- 
000 to $4,910,000,000. A year ago 
they amounted to less than $4,- 
200,000,000. Not all of the rise 
can be attributed to G.I. home- 
building loans. There’s a sugges- 
tion of speculation. Increasingly 
people talk*of “getting into real 
property.”

The Lack of Service

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The Gambler-Lobbyist 

Lobbyists who work for a contingent fee are 
something new in Washington. Getting their 
fee is contingent upon passage of the legislation 
they are pushing. The contingent-fee lobbyist 
thus has “an incentive to go to any lengths to 
earn his fee,” in the view of the chairman of 
the House Select Committee on Lobbying Activi- 
ties, Representative Buchanan of Pennsylvania. 

Sometimes the contingent fee is payable on 
top of a retainer. Sometimes it is the only fee 
the lobbyist stands to receive. Here are some 
ex2zmples of the contingent-fee lobbyist at work: 

A Baltimore judge, Joseph M. Wyatt, was en- 
gaged by seven cab companies in Washington to 
push a bill limiting the number of cab companies 
in Washington, for a contingent fee of $16,000 
and an advance of $1500 for expenses. Asso- 
ciated fur coat and trimming manufacturers em- 
ployed Thomas J. Downs to lobby for reduction 
of the 20 per cent excise tax on their products, 
paying him $10,000 as a retainer and promising 
to pay him $15,000 if the tax were cut to 10 
per cent or $25,000 if it were repealed before 
a given date. A similar arrangement was made 
by the National Fur Industry Tax Committee 
with Paul A. O’Bryan, and by the Twenty Per 
Cent Cabaret Tax Committee with Samuel P. 
Haines. Mr. Haines stood to rake in—in re- 
tainer, expense allowances and contingent fees— 
a total of $100,000. 

The most astronomical arrangement on the 
contingent basis was made by the Committee to 
Remove Discriminatory Automotive Excise Tax, 
with its lobbyist, Harold T. Halfpenny, a gentle- 
man whose name is at strange variance with’ 
the size of his financial transactions. Mr. Half- 
penny said when he registered as a lobbyist that 
if a bill exempting reconditioned, repaired and 
rebuilt automotive parts from the 5 per cent 
excise tax were enacted, his fee would be 10 per 
cent of the amount that had been paid in this 
tax in 1947. It was estimated that his contingent 
fee could thus have amounted to as much as 
$500,000. 

It is not easy to say what should be done 
about the contingent-fee payment for lobbying. 
Chairman Buchanan has a feeling that it should 
be prohibited and lobbyists should be paid a 
straight salary, as most of them are. Lobbyist 
Haines says that if the contingent fee method 
were prohibited it would be carried on secretly, 
and Congress has more to gain by letting it stay 
out in the open and requiring that the terms of 
the contingent-fee contracts be filed in detail. 
Chairman Buchanan grants that Mr. Haines may 
be right about it. He sees little encouragement 
in the record of laws against contingent-fee 
lobbying in several of the states, for there have 
been exceedingly few prosecutions under them. 

It would be a part of wisdom for the lobbyists 
themselves, and their employers, to re-examine 
their consciences and decide whether the con- 
tingent-fee plan is up to the ethical standard 
they should be pursuing. One good practical 
move would be to revise the form on which lob- 
byists register, to ask specifically about con- 
tingent fees, as Representative Buchanan sug- 
gests. Further than that, Congress—and the 
House Select Committee on Lobbying Activities 
particularly—should be giving serious thought 
to the subject to determine what should and can 
be done about it. The right of petition is too 
valuable a one to be sgullied by questionable 
financial deals. 
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Rebuke to the War Hawks 


For making free with highly belligerent talk 
about war and the Russians, Maj. Gen. Orvil A. 
Anderson has been suspended as commandant 
of the Air War College in Alabama. This is a 
salutary rebuke to the war hawks. 

It must be admitted that some generals can 
get away with more along this line than others 
can. It must also be admitted that where a 
major general can be suspended for warlike ex- 
pressions a Secretary of the Navy can utter the 
same sentiments and keep his job. If this 
seems unjust, the best a military man can do 
is to remind himself every hour on the hour 
that his job is to take orders from a civilian 
commander-in-chief, not to dream up the kind of 
erders he would like to take. 
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To C. Morley About E. Field 

Our old friend, Christopher Morley, has writ- 
ten to the Post-Dispatch to ask us to say a 
word for Eugene Field in observance of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the St. Louis-born 
poet. Mr. Morley, whose column “The Bowling 
Green” decorated the old New York Evening 
Post in happy descent from Field’s “Sharps and 
Flats” in the Chicago Daily News, wants to 
know if the house in which Eugene Field ran 
pitty-pat and tippy-toe still stands. If so, he 
also wants to know to what use it is put. 

We are glad to report to the author who ate 
mince pie and watched the blue begin while 
smoking pipefuls that 634 South Broadway still 
stands after more than a century. And we are 
even happier to tell him that it is a rich per- 
sonal museum, preserved for boys and girls and 
their elders by the St. Louis Board of Educa- 
tion. The old three-story house with its white 
doorway, stone window ledges and green shut- 
ters and walled garden is a treasure seat of 
Fieldiana, given to St. Louis by the poet’s widow. 

Brother Morley can be sure that the Post- 
Dispatch had no intention of passing the Field 
centenary by. After all this page printed some 
25 editorials over a period of six years to save 
the birthplace from reduction to a parking lot. 
The story of how the late Jesse P. Henry 
joined in saving the day—and the house on 
which Mark Twain placed a memorial tablet— 
is one many St. Louisans will always remember. 
We just did not want to get memories of 
“Little Boy Blue” and “The Gingham Dog and

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Danger in the Eleventh Week 

The start of the Korean wak’s eleventh wetk 
finds the U.N. defense seriously endangered. 
The Communist breakthrough oh the north has 
crossed the road which connects ‘Taegu with the 
east coast. This could develop into a flanking 
movement to cut off the American protectors of 
that major defense point. Meantime, a com- 
munique reports that North Korean artillery 
fire has actually begun to land around the air- 
field for Pusan. And Pusan, of course, is the 
port through whicn virtually all reinforcements 
and supplies have been funneled. 

What is needed apparently is more and more 
ground troops to back up the South Koreans 
who have been under heavy pressure on the 
north front for many weeks. They have fought 
hard and they have contributed their share 
toward stabilizing the beachhead, but they need 
more support than the Americans have been 
able to give them. Here is the opportunity 
for foot soldiers which other U.N. members 
have pledged and are readying for movement. 

Is the Russian role becoming clearer? This 
question may perhaps be answered in part 
by the news that a Red Star plane was shot 
down at sea after it attacked a U.N. naval force. 
Recovery of the body, of a crewman produced 
the credentials of a Russiant lieutenant. Wash- 
ington should see that our U.N. delegation 
presses Soviet Delegate Malik for a full ac- 
counting. The Kremlin may have no more use 
for the U.N., but so long as the Russians main- 
tain membership they should be required to 
answer on every point which violates a mem- 
ber’s role. 

In such a tense situation, Gen. Eisenhower 
gave all the country excellent advice in his 
address at Denver formally opening the Crusade 
for Freedom. There must not be “politics as 
usual” any more than “business as usual.” Yet 
Washington has its obstructionists who gladly 
practice politics “worse than usual.” The Tru- 
man Administration is not above criticism. On 
the contrary, it needs and should have the bene- 
fit of hard, constructive criticism of its war and 
defense effort. But the country can get along 
very well without the wild, intemperate, politi- 
cal charges of the Wherrys and their kind. 
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School Year for Action 


This is the saddest day in the year, the day 
that brings them back to school. At least, that’s 
the way the youngsters tell it. Actually, there 
is a suspicion that it is not all gloom for them. 
They do have a certain interest in getting back 
to old friends and new teachers and new 
courses. But, of course, it would not do for 
a teen-ager, especially, to admit any enthusiasm 
for school. It just isn’t done. 

And there is a certain justification for this 
protest against the circumscribing of the sum- 
mer’s freedom. It heralds the end of the sea- 
son. Most of September, of course, still is sum- 
mer officially; and October is one of our most 
pleasant months. But the first ringing of the 
school-bell does send a few gray thoughts even 
through adult minds. It has in it the tone of 
winter. 

More concretely, it reminds St. Louis of an 
old worry. The city’s schools are not _big 
enough for its children. True, a small drop in 
high school registrations was expected today, a 
reminder of the depression years in which to- 
day’s high-schoolers were born. But a substan- 
tial increase was indicated in the lower grades: 
more war babies come to Jearn to read and 
write and reckon. And they will be in the 
high schools soon enough. 

This is why a good many people are waiting 
somewhat impatiently for the report of the 
Board of Education’s citizens’ committee. It 
ought to be a preliminary to a sensible ex- 
pansion of the St. Louis educational plant. The 
crowding of classrooms and the overloading 
of teachers should not go on indefinitely. ‘In 
fact, it has gone on too long already. 

General economic conditions permitting, this 
ought to be a year for action. 
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The Record of Soviet Conduct 


If anybody needed to be convinced of the 
Soviet Union’s disregard for treaties and en- 
gagements in its headlong drive for power, a 
publication of the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee should set all doubts at rest. 

The Committee’s pamphlet, “Background In- 
formation on the Soviet Union in International 
Relations,” as described by Joseph Hanlon of 
the Post-Dispatch Washington staff, lists in docu- 
mented detail undertakings which the U.S.S.R. 
has violated since the war. 

Here is the whole dismal story—the pledges 
on Eastern Europe, and their violation; the prom- 
ises to help set up an independent Korea, and 
their violation; the engagements on the treat- 
ment of Germany, and their violation; the steady 
and purposeful departure from the spirit of the 
United Nations charter; and, finally, the terri 
torial expansion and the iron rule of satellite 
countries which have utterly dissipated the great 
fund of good ‘will with which most of the world 
regarded Soviet Russia in the summer of 1945. 

Yet in dealing with the Soviets we still need 
understanding, not mere emotion. And under- 
standing will tell us that power can be checked, 
that a treaty-breaker can be compelled to ob- 
serve treaties, that an outlaw can be induced 
to obey the law, when a situation fs created 
which makes this kind of conduct in that nation’s 
interest. 

We need not hope for a moral reformation 
in the Kremlin. We need not expect that “good” 
men will replace “bad” men in the framing of 
Soviet policy. But we can hope to build a free 
world so strong—not alone in military strength, 
but in moral and political and economic 
strength as well—that respect for international

Changing Function of Libraries 

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY IN THE UNITED STATES, by 
Robert D. Leigh. (Columbia University Press, 272 
pgs., $3.75 

Three yearc ago the American Library 
Association asked the Social Science Re- 
search Council to study the typically 
American institution known as the public 
library. The present volume is the gen- 
eral report of that study and is written by 
the chairman of the committee conduct- 
ing the study. 

Under Dr. Leigh’s direction, the public 
library in the United States has had an 
intensive statistical biopsy. Sixty indi- 
vidual plants of varying types were 
studied. Note: The St. Louis Public Li- 
brary was included in the sample. 

Aside from the variations pointed out 
in the workings of libraries, in their per- 
sonnel, in their administrative structure, 
in their funding procedures—some things 
are pertinent to the average user of pub- 
lie library facilities. Children’s and young 
people’s demands ‘now occupy a special 
place in the consider- 
ation of apportioning 
public library serv- 
ices. Specialists are 
being trained in serv- 
ing the needs of 
young people. And 
since the addition of. 
films and records to 
libraries, the chil- 
dren’s divigions are 
able to offer aid and 
council to parents 
with greater diversi- 
fication than was pos- 
possivie in the past. 
Of course, the major- 

Rowert D. Leigh ity of libraries are in 
transition phases with respect to films and 
records at the present time. 

Librarians themselves were given atten- 
tion by means of personality inventories, 
aptitude tests, and the like. The results 
indicated that librarians are not the odd 
sort of people they are fabled to be. But 
as a group they tend to take a busman’s 
holiday—when they have some time off, 
they state, they often read a book, 

The career of librarian in the past has 
been a somewhat dead-end pursuit. But 
the attention: of the American Library 
Association to certain inadequacies fore- 
tells a new status for professional librari- 
ans. This appears to be a field holding 
new promise for those interested in library 
work as a life’s occupation. 

Most likely the best news in the re- 
port is that of the movement underway 
to put the facilities of all public libraries 
at the disposal of any dser wherever he 
is located. The pooling of the resources of 
the library systems of the nation would 
help to reduce the non-availability of 
library materials in those areas that are 
equipped to handle, or are not able to 
purchase the scarcer items of the more 
complete library inventory.

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Pounce on Army Radio 
Station in Storm—Cen- 
tralia (Ill.) Soldier in 
Rescue Group.

MASAN FRONT, Korea, Sept. 
5 (UP)—A band of Commuaists 
led by a girl raided a United 
States Army radio station yester- 
day, tied up its seven American 
signalmen and poured burst after 
burst of machine-gun fire into 
them. 

Five -of the Americans died. 


The other two were wounded sev- | 


eral times, but will survive. A 
South Korean soldier guarding 
the station also was killed. 


The radio station overlooks the 
main Masan-Pusan highway near 
Changwon, seven miles northeast 
of Masan. The guerrillas stole up 
on it during a howling storm. 

The two survivors, first class 
privates, said the 12-member 
North Korean squad which in- 
cluded three women, burst into 
the tent station, bound their 
wrists behind their back and then 
started firing with a sub-machine 
gun.

WITH UNITED STATES FIRST 
CAVALRY DIVISION, Korea, 
Sept. 5 (AP)—Muddy infantrymen 
and engineers came down today 
from the walled town of Kasan 
on a 3000-foot ridge which they 
had all but captured in two days’ 
fierce fighting. 

Maj. Gen. Hobart R. Gay, com- 
manding the First Cavalry Divi- 
sion, said his men were pulled 
back because bad flying weather 
made it impossible to keep them 
supplied by airdrop. 

Earli¢ér ammunition and sup- 
plies, dropped through heavy 
mists and rain, had fallen into 
North Korean positions. 

100 Yards from Goal. 

An infantry company and a 
company of engineers, fighting as 
‘infantrymen, had pushed up the 
'tortuous slope to within 100 
yards of their final objective. 
Then they got the order to with- 
draw. 
| They had fought for two days 
‘against at least one Red regi- 
‘ment, well dug in at the northern 
end of Kasan, nine air miles 
north of Taegu. 

Before the withdrawal, a regi- 
mental commander said he 
thought the Americans could take 
the town by nightfall. 

Heavy fighting continued along 
most of fhe First Cavalry Division 
front. In the center three com- 
panies engaged in close battle 
with a strong Red force north- 
west of Tabu. 

One mile east of Kasan, one 


Red battalion was reported mov- 
ing south through rugged country 
on the flanks of the South Ko- 
rean First Division. 

A spokesman said a heavy ex- 
change of fire was continuing on 
a slope east of Tabu, along the 
“bowling alley” approaches to 
Taegu, and also north and west 
of Tabu. 

Correspondent Leif Erickson 
reported Red infantry was ham- 
mering at First Calvary Division 
positions on four miles of the 
“bowling alley” highway. 

Tabu, itself, a village of four or 
five buildings and a few mud 
huts, was a no-man’s-land. But. a 
division spokesman _ said, the 
Americans controlled the village. 

Three Red Divisions to One. 

Three Red divisions were ham- 
mering at the First Cavalry, the 
spokesman said. He reportéd the 
North Korean Fifteenth was on 
the First Cavalry’s left flank 
along the west bank of the Nak- 
tong river, the Thirteenth Di- 
vision in the center, and the 
First Division on the right. The 
Red First Division was believed 
to be powering the drive on Tabu. 

Gen. Gay said American ele- 
ments hold positions northeast of 
Tabu but the Reds have moved 
four units into strategic high 
ground in that area.

In certain cases, as by blood transfusions and emergency 
surgery, we can claim to have dramatically stopped your 
rapid descent toward the Valley of the Shadow, but your own 
bodily resistance must take you back up to the plateau of 
health.

Learning Time 
By Angelo Patri 


ATHERS and mothers as well as all teachers have to con- 
F sicer the readiness of children for learning. There is a time 

for everything, a time for learning when learning is an 
immediacy. I mean by that to call attention to the way 
children learn and grow and learn through a lifetime. Learning 
is not an even line of growth. 

First the child’s body, his brain cells, must have developed 
to where they can function, that is, make use of the experiences 
offered. This stage of growth is not the same, does not come 
at the same time, to all children. True, we say children of six 
years of age should read—but not all children of six. Some 
will not be ready because their brain cells are not ready. We 
must wait for time and experience and growth to ready them. 
Then, when they are open for nourishment, we can supply it. 
Not before. 


* * * 

THIS APPLIES to the little children who go to school and 
are bored by it, do not learn, do not pay attention, get up, 
stretch and walk about the room and in other ways show their 
unreadiness for teaching. Maybe that child needs a course 
in kindergarten, or nursery school, to afford him the experi- 
ences that will ripen his mind to where it can take the class- 
roam instruction. | 

-But he is six going on seven: Never mind. What we must 
consider-is his present state of readiness. His classroom 
behavior is enough to tell us that he is not ready for that sort 
of teaching and we must set to work without delay to ready 
him. There are ways of doing that and the trained nursery- 
school teacher, the professional kindergartener, know how. 
Don't feel that the child is being abused because he is placed 
in such classes. He is being taught as hig condition allows, 
demands, and he will be placed propérly as time and his 
learning dictate. 


UNREADINESS WITHOUT symptoms of deficiency is no 
indication of feeblemindedness. A healthy, intelligent child 
may be unready for classroom instruction and be intelligent. 
The feebleminded child will display a picture quite in contrast 
to that of the intelligent but unready child. All teachers un- 
derstand this and will make it clear to interested parents of the 
unready child. Be patient; give such children a chance to 
grow and learn and grow again.

Wars are expensive. They tend 
to throw family budgets out of 
kilter. 

Unless you find a bonanza on 
the income side, you had better 
give immediate thought to tight- 
ening up on expenditures. Drift- 
ing along is perilous. It means 
exhausting your funds on imme- 
diately visible expenditures such 
as food, clothing and comfort 


costs rise, shift to lower price 
lines. 


6. If your wife is skilled at 
needlework and knitting, encour- 
age her to do some home sewing 
for herself and the children. 
Self-help, instead of paying for 
the services of others, will re- 
lieve overburdened budgets. 


7. It is well to suspend for the 
duration any idea of keeping up 
with the Joneses. Buy only what 
is needed to fulfill your own 
family needs and wants. 


8. You should not rush to buy 
things you don’t need in panicky 
fear that you won’t “get yours.” 


9. Buy values. Stop paying a 
toll on your prejudices. For ex- 
ample, there is no _ scientific 
justification for the New York 
preference for white eggs, which 
sell at a premium, or the tradi-

tion in reverse in Boston, where 
housekeepers prefer brown eggs. 
There is no correlation between 
color and freshness. 


10. For recreation and cultural 
expenses, rediscover the oppor- 
tunities for fun at home where 
there is no cover charge. An oc- 
casicnal night out is important to 
all of us, but don’t overdo this 
type of spending. 

If your family has one member 
or more in the armed services, 
you will face special problems in 
managing your family budget 
even with the present and planned 
family allowances. The best ad- 
justment, if feasible, is to put into 
the labor force a member of the 
family to replace each cne with- 
drawn for military service. 


This might mean a decision of 
Mom herself to take on an out- 
side job. Where this is not prac- 


tical, another approach is to start 
younger children at work earlier 
than otherwise intended. Still an- 
other is to encourage Grandpa, 
who may be at the retirement age, 
to continue at work during the 
national emergency. 


In families where such flexi- 
bility is not ble, there are 
other ways. The mother of small 
children, who needs to be home 
to supervise them, can convert her 
leisure, if any, into cash through 

part-time sewing, knitting 
or other paid werk at home. .

HERE family expenses can- 
W not be further curtailed to 

offset the loss of income, in 
families in which the chief bread- 
winner is on a 40-hour, five-day 
week, there is always leeway for 
additional sideline gainful em- 
ployment on one or both of the 
days off. This suggestion may 
not be harmonious with ideals of 
better living, but neither is fight- 
ing guerrillas in Korea. 


Of course, in organized trades 
especially, there wil! be eager- 
ness to compensate for a rising 
cost of living with higher wage 
rates, but there will be situations 
where none of these adjustments 
will be sufficient. In such cases, 
it may be necessary to regard 
this as the rainy day for which a 
family nest egg or thrift fund was 
accumulated. Such impairment 
of family assets should be avoid- 
ed as long as possible. It should 
be taken only when productive 
means of augmenti income 
have been fully explored. 


On the income side, even the 


younger children can be drawn’ 


into the income-producing stream 
through delivering newspapers, 
selling lemonade, cutting the 
grass for neighbors, and a wide 
variety of other chores. But be- 
fore the young folks look for out- 
side work, they should carefully 
review their elders whether they 
can perform services at home for 
which outsiders are being paid.

I HAVE NO IDEA what he 
would have done in the course of 
the last few months, nor what he 
would do now at the present 
time. Those are things one can 
never know because the circum- 
stances are different from what 
they were in the past, and it is 
on the present-day circumstances 
that one is forced to make one’s 
decisions. 

I cannot help thinking that if,

of life. The Chinese have gone 
through years of civil war, per- 
haps they are prepared to face 
many more years of struggle 
within their own nation én order 
to achieve their desires. None of 
us can judge for them. We can 
see to it, however, that they are 
given a clear statement of our 
present and future policies in the 
Far East, and such help as will 
enable them to make their future 
decisions without undue pressure 
from outside nations, either mili- 
tary or economic.

MANY OF THE QUESTIONS, 
of course, that are constantly bea 
ing asked in our papers, are not 
questions which the United 
States should have to answer. 
The decision, for instance, as to 
what will happen once the North-

In his press conference a few 
days ago Secretary Acheson made 
some of these points clear.

Playing Canasta to Win

HEN do you freeze the pack? 

One of the situations where 

it seems logical to do so is 
when your opponents have made 
their initial meld and you can’t. 
Suppose this is your hand: 


Both sides need 90. After a 
few rounds, your right-hand op- 
ponent goes down with. a joker 
and two aces. 

You can’t come close to melding 
90. You coyldn’t take the pack, 
no matter what was thrown to 
you, because you wouldn't have 
the points for your initial meld. 
And now you are in even greater 
trouble, because the other side 
has melded. The pack is frozen 
for you; it isn’t frozen for them. 
They are almost sure to get the 
pack, and that will put you at a 
further disadvantage, from which 
you probably can never recover. 


But suppose you discard your 
deuce. At the cost of one wild 
card you have equalized matters 
in one respect at least. The pack 
is now frozen for them as well as 
for you. 

In the early days of Canasta, I 
wrote that you should freeze the 
pack in this case. The principal 
experts seemed to agree that you 
shouldn't. They said so with such 
confidence that I thought I must 
have been wrong. 

Now the pendulum has swung 
in the other direction. The ma- 
jority of the best Canasta players 
have concluded that they didn’t 
freeze the pack often enough in 
the old days, and this is one par- 
ticular case when they should 
have and didn‘t. So discard the 
deuce from the hand shown. You'll 
have the experts on your side. 

Question: We understand that 
discarding a wild card freezes the 
pack. We have been playing that 
you can take away the cards over 
a wild card in the pack, by match- 
ing the top card with just one 
natural card and one wild card. 
Of course to take the whole pack 
you have to have a pair. A friend 
has told us our way of playing is 
wrong. Is that so? 

Answer: Yes, it is so. The pack 
cannot be taken in sections; it 
must be taken as a whole. When 
it is frozen in any way, it can be 
taken only by matching the top 
card with a natural pair.

ding. This was a rather silly line 
of thought on South's part, though 
it did no harm. Neither did it 
do any good, since North-South 
undoubtedly would have reached 
the same slam contract if South 
had properly made a jump rebid. 
West laid down the diamond 
ace, and, seeing no attractive shift, 
continued the suit. South won, 


and he now had to decide on a 
long-range plan. Obviously, he 
could “handle? the club suit in 
several different ways. He could 
finesse through West; he could 
cash the ace and finesse through 
East, letting the club jack ride; 
or he could try to drive out the 
club queen by ruffing. This lat- 
ter plan, moreover, was also sub- 
ject to variation. 

Not too confidently, South laid 
down the ace and queen of trumps, 
led to the club ace, discarded a 
heart on the club king, and led 
the club jack through East. That 
defender imperturbably played 
low—and South guessed wrong. 
Afraid that West had the queen, 
South ruffed, hoping to drop the 
vital card, but when west played 
the nine, all hope vanished. 

The best plan was to combine 
two chances, in this way: South 
leads only the trump ace, then 
leads a club to the ace, cashes the 
club king, and ruffs a club high. 
The queen may drop—but when 
it doesn’t, South still has the 
chance for a 2-2 break. He over- 
takes the spade nine with dummy’s 
king and ruffs away East’s club 
queen with another high trump, 
then leads his trump three to 
eg five and plays the fifth 
club.
